The reply filed 3-3 1-06 inserts Example 4 in the specification that teaches that residues the LF mutant consisting of residues 
83-283 of SEQ ID N0:2 has a mutation at residue 170 which changer TAT (Tyr) to TGT (Cys). The sequence listing currently in the 
file does not reflect this particular mutant sequence as set forth in the disclosure as amended. This sequence disclosure is 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this 
application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .82 1 through 1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth above. Applicants are 
required to submit a new sequence disk, a new paper copy, an amendment replacing the prior sequence listing with the new paper 
listing and a statement that they contain new matter.
